There has been many bnsi 
ness changes and many improve- 
ments, in fact tbe town has a much 
better general appearance now than 
it ever did since Its location. Notice- 
able among tbe improvements is the 
large addition on Moody's hotel, 
where formerly stood several diiap 
idated hnildings. 
The hotel if well 


tarnished throughout and is consid- 
ered one of the best on the line of 
the C. P. R. R. 
The Trnckee Lum- 


ber Co. have made several important 
additions to their factory of wbicL I 
will speak hereafter. Front street 
has many new buildings, and several 
of tbe old ones have been recon 
structed. Along the whole length of 
tbe business street not a single "To 
Let" can be seen, nor are there many 
private dwellings vacant, which 
shows that Trnckee is not the worst 
town on the coast. 
The Lumber 


Company have built a large three 
story addition to tbe lower end of 
their old sash factory which now 
makes it one of tlie largest factories ' 
of its kind on tbe Pacific t>!npe. It, 
is a very interesting sight to go, 
through and examine its workings.| 
Almost every conceivable article (hit 
can be manufactured ont of pine 
wood is made here, from a soap box 
np to a bedroom cottage set. 
On 


the first floor and basement is where 
tbe largest part of tbe machinery ia 
situated, where doors, sashes, blinds, 
furuitnre, boxes, etc., are turned ont 
complete. It is an interesting sight 
to watch the making of any partic- 
ular article. First yon see the rough 
lumber; then it is run through from 
one machine to another until finally 
it in complete and ready for shipment. 
On the second floor is situated the 
carpenter shop, where all the fancy 
scroll work is made, in fact every- 
thing connected with that particular 
branch of the business. 
On the 


same floor is the furniture store room 
Here can be seen some magnificent 
bed room sets, 
most elaborately 


painted. 
The third story contains 


tbe paint shop, which is like all 
other places of that kind. 
The com- 


pany's yard is full of lumber, and 
tbe mill is constantly turning ont 
more. They employ a large force of 
men, ani Trnckee derives great ben 
efit therefrom.

WLL.L FI0HT FOR THKIR LANDS. 


WASHINGTON, August 6.—The Pa- 


cific Railroad companies affected by 
the recent land decision of Secretary 
Scbnrz have formed a combination 
and propose active resistance. They 
have issued a circular informing all 
parties that any attempt to preempt 
their lands under the decision of the 
Interior Ltepartmrnt will be resisted 
and the parties ejected. They ali-o 
give notice of their purpose to ignore 
what they term "the so-called, deci- 
sion of the Secretary of tbe Interior." 
and declare that they will continue 
the sale of land as heretofore, at the 
prices fixed by the respective com- 
panies.

sons desiring to 
preempt under 


Seburz's decision, asking for infor- 
mation as to tbe character and loca- 
tion of nnsold lauds. No stops have 
yet been tuken to furnish the infoi- 
mation asked, and applicants are 
simply supplied with copies of the 
Secretary's decision. 


CONSTITUTIONAL, AMBNOMKNT. 


The following is a proposed amend- 


ment to the Constitution of tbe State 
of Nevada, passed at the eighth ses- 
sion ot the Legislature: 


WHBBBAS, fiy the second section 


of Article 1 of the Constitution of 
this State, it is explicitly declared 
that "the paramount allegiance ot 
every citizen is dne to the Federal 
Government," and that "no power 
exists in the people of this or any 
other State of the. Federal Union to 
diasolve their connection therewith, 
or perform any act tending to impair, 
subvert, or resist the supreme an- 
thority of the Government of the 
United States," and,' whereas, the 
Constitution of the United States ha* 
twen so amended as to confer upon 
til native born citizens of this Re- 
public, irrespective of color, race, or 
previous condition of servitude, a 
condition of full and exact equality; 
and, whereas, the Constitution of 
this State, as it now reads, is not in 
harmony with the amended Conatitn 
tion of the United States; therefore, 
be it 


Jtexohtd, !>y the Assembly, con- 


jointly with the Senate, that section 
one of Article II, of the Constitution 
of this State shall be amended by too 
elimination therefrom of the word 
"white," and the effect of such elim- 
ination shall be that no male citizen 
of the United States shall be exclud- 
ed from the rights of suffrage and 
office holding by reason of race, 
color, or previous condition of servi- 
tude; provided, that this amendment 
shall not be construed as conferring 
the rights of naturalization, suffrage, 
and office holding upon any native of 
the Chinese Empire; am], be it fur 
ther 


Resolved, That there 
sbajl 
be 


added to the present Constitution of 
this State an Attiole to be called and 
known as Article XVIII, and which 
shall be as follows: 


ARTICLE XVIII—The rights of 


suffrage and office holding shall not 
be withheld from any raule citizen of 
the United States, by i«ason of his 
color or previous condition of servi- 
tude. 


Passed February 15, 1877. 


Resolved, by the Assembly, the 


Semite concurring. 
That Article 


Eleven (11) of tlie Constitution of 
tbe State of Nevada be amended by 
adding to said Article Eleven (11) 
section ten (10) thereto, which shall 
read as follows: 


Section Ten. No public lands, of 


any kind or 
character •vhatever, 


Statn, county, or municipal, shall be 


for Hf-ctarian purposes.

235,000, while last year they amount- 
ed to nearly $1.500.000. One of tbe 
most productive regions is the Mount 
BUchoff district; but this has now 
been eolipsoil by the discovery of a 
tin mountain at Monnt Haemukirk, 
on tbe western coast. The "wash 
Hilt" is some twenty feet thick, and 
produces about25 percent, of tin; 
but the existence of solid seams of 
the m«tal, traversing the mountains 
in veins several feet in depth and 
width, has been demonstrated. Some 
"Dii«gcts"weighing several hundred 
weight each have been found, yield 
ing rtearlv aiqty percent pare metal 
Mixed witn th« tin. too, is a small 
pnantity of g»l<l, a,bont ten ounces 
to the ion, not sufficient in itself to 
reader it worth seeking, but adding 
considerably to the miners profits.
